And to telecast games 
on Sunday is an open invitation to 
regular customers to stay at home. 


Another obvious reason for drop- 
ping Sydney attendances can be 
seen in the ladder rankings. When 
teams like Pan-Hellenic and Polonia 
are at the bottom of the ladder, 
average attendances are bound to fall. 


Just imagine what would happen to 
Melbourne's attendances if Hellas and 
George Cross dropped to the bottom of 
the ladder.

FINALLY, until Soccer finds and uses 
the means to attract a reasonable 
amount of support from our tremen- 
dous population of British newcomers, 
the gates will never grow.
